Both Hammering rin at Blum 


Labor Demands Works Program Under 
Threat of General Strike—Capital Talks of 
Lockouts if 40-Hour Week Is Imposed. 


By the ‘Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 24.—Labor repre- 
sentatives today threatened a gen- 
eral strike if their demands were 
not met by the Blum Government, 
while some employers spoke of the 
possibility of lockouts if the Gov- 
ernment acceded further to labor's 
requests. 

Leon Jouhaux, secretary of the 
General Confederation of Labor, an- 
nounced union workers were ready 
to “impose” demands upon the Gov- 
ernment that it devote 10,000,000,000 
francs ($444,000,000) -to a public 
works program to relieve unem- 
ployment. 

Blum has said he would resign 
rather than make such an outlay. 

Jouhaux told a mass meeting of 
building trades workers at Vin- 
cennes that the Premier must take 
money from banks and insurance 
companies to finance the program. 

Dock workers demanded that 
wharves remain idle two days each 
week. Unionized newspaper print- 
ing employes were seeking to halt 
publication of newspapers on two 
days each week. 

The dispute is having its effect 
on Paris’ International Exposition, 
which is scheduled to open May 1, 
but probably will not open until 
May 17. Construction at the ex- 
position site still was lagging. In 
some quarters this was regarded as 


labor’s club aver the Government, 
which does not want the exposition 
spoiled by a strike. 

Blum has told the Labor Federa- 
tion the Treasury could not stand 
additional public works expendi- 
tures. Some financial experts, as- 
serting half of the eight billion 
francs March defense loan has been 
spent, also believed the nation 
might face an empty treasury by 
June. | 

On the employer side, despite ex- 
pectations of big exposition busi- 
ness, hotel keepers and cafe asso- 
ciations served notice they would 
close if the Government applied the 
40-hour week to them. They de- 
clared they would not be able to 
compete with other countries for 
tourist Qusiness. 

Representatives of big industry 
were touring the country to pledge 
employers to a “stop labor” move- 
ment. 
Industry and conservatives in 
general pictured the country “in 
the throes of revolution.” 

Some informed Frenchmen pre- 
dicted the bitterest struggle be- 
tween capital and labor since Aris- 
tide Briand broke up the railway 
and postal strikes in 1910. 

The Government is not believed 
likely to fall in Parliament, which 
reconvenes Tuesday, but Blum is 
being heavily attacked in his own 
ranks. The Premier has let the 
workers hnow that continued dis- 
sension might force the People’s 
Front Government to resign.

STATUE ACCEPTED 
AFTER 50-YEAR 
DISPUTE, UNVEILED 


Paul Revere Model by Sculp- 
tor Dallin, Now 74, to Be 
Cast in Bronze. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, April 24.—Simple cere- 
monies today marked the unveiling 
of a life-size clay model of Cyrus 
Dallin’s statue of Paul Revere, de- 
signed by the sculptor as a youth 
but accepted only after half a cen- 


Gov. Hurley, speaking at the un- 
veiling exercises on the Charles 
River esplanade, termed the cere- 
mony a vindication of Dallin. 

The sculptor, now 74 years old, 
called the Paul Revere statue his 
“swan song.” “More than half a 
century ago,” he said simply, “I 
began this work. Today I consider 
it my last work, my best work.” 
The statue, soon to be cast in 
bronze, shows Paul Revere astride 
the steed on which he “spread the 
alarm through every Middlesex vil- 
lage and farm” that the “British 
are coming.” 

Dallin designed his statue of Paul 
Revere in 1884 and with it won a 
competition sponsored by the Bos- 
ton Art Commission. It won first 
prize twice but the money to cast 
it was never raised, because of a 
jealous competitor, Dallin said. 

Present at today’s unveiling was 
12-year-old Paul Revere Auerham- 
er of Brookline, great-great-grand- 
son of the patriot.

SON OF SCOTT FIELD 
COMMANDANT KILLED 


Falls From Plane in T 
Hits Tail—’ Chute Carries 
Down Body. ~~

DALLAS, Tex., April 24—Lieut. 
Robert 8S. Fisher, army pilot and 
son of Col. Arthur G. Fisher, com- 
mandant of Scott Field, near St. 
Louis, was killed this afternoon 
when he fell from the cockpit of 
an airplane and struck the tail of 
the ship near Pilot Point, Tex. His 
parachute opened as he fell and his 
body floated 4000 feet to earth. 
Lieut. D. Ross Ellis, a reserve of- 
ficer flying as observer with Fisher, 
took out the rear seat controls and, 
although the rudder was partially 
jammed, piloted the ship 50 miles 
to Hensley Field, Dallas. He and 
Major B. 8. Thompson, Hensley 
Field commandant, returned to Pi- 
lot Point and took charge of the 
body. 

Major ‘Thompson said _ Lieut. 
Fisher, who was stationed at Ran- 
dolph Field, San Antonio, appar- 
ently leaned too far from the cock- 
pit and fell out. 

Lieuts. Fisher and Ellis were on 
the way from Randolph Field to 
Oklahoma City on a practice flight 
and had refueled at Hensley Field 
about 25 minutes before the acci- 
dent. 


Lieut. Fisher, 27 years old, was 
born in the Philippine Islands. He 
was commissioned in the Air Corps 
Reserve after graduation from the 
army flying school at San Antonio 
in 1932 and was appointed a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the regular army 
in 1935. Besides his father, who 
took command of Scott Field two 
months ago, Lieut. Fisher is sur- 
vived by his wife, his mother, a 
brother, Lieut. Henry B. Fisher of 
the Air Corps, stationed at Self- 
ridge Field, Mich., and a sister, 
Miss Mary Fisher of Scott Field.

GAIN IN ST. LOUIS 
LESS.IN SAME TIME 


Corporation Returns Also 
Larger and More Numer- 
ous in Proportion Than 
Those in the City. 


Continued concentration of the 
higher’ income groups in St. Louis 
County was emphasized py a report 
issued at Clayton yesterday show- 
ing that 14,817 residents of the 
county subject to State income tax 
had in 1936 aggregate taxable in- 
come of $52,147,647. This compares 
with 41,127 individual returns in 
the city of St. Louis reporting ag- 
gregate taxable income of $86,808,- 


825. The city’s population is nearly 
four times that of the county. 
The average was $3519 in the 
county and $2110 in the city. The 
increase in taxable income in the 
county was 64 »er cent compared 
with the total in 1935, a much 
greater ratio of increase than the 
gain of 28 per cent reported for 
individual taxable income. in the 
city. 
A summary of the county returns 
as filed with Assessor Martin L. 
Neaf was made public by County 
Clerk Walter HE. Miller at Clayton. 
City figures were reported earlier 
| iph W. Coale. 
io bo 
In 1935, individual returns by 
10,969 county residents reported 
taxable income aggregating $31,- 
807,615. The gain in number of 
individual returns for 1936 was only 
38 per cent, showing that the num- 
ber of taxpayers did not increase 
as rapidly as the amount of in- 
come which increased 64 per cent; 
or that those already in the income 
tax paying class were the chief 
beneficiaries of the additional in- 
‘come. A like situation was evi- 
dent in the city where the increase 
in number of taxpayers was only 
13 per cent compared with the gain 
of 28 per cent in taxable income. 
The amount of tax due on the 
1936 income in the county is §$1,- 
202,364 compared with $686,062 as- 
sessed on the 1935 income, an in- 
crease of 75 per cent, 
There were 212 corporation re- 
turns in the county far 1936 com- 
pared with 166 for 1935. They re- 
ported taxable income of $2,653,634, 
a gain of 64 per cent over the 1935 
figure of $1,623,955. 
The tax payable on the 1936 cor- 
poration income was $52,727 com- 
pared pith $32,143 in 1935. 
Corpotfations in City. 
Returns by 2377 corporations in 
the city showed 57 per cent in- 
crease in aggregate taxable*income, 
a ratio of gain almost equal to that 
in the county. The 1936 income 
was $44,138,488 and for 1935 it was 
$28,052,704. 
As there were no changes in pro- 
visions of the State income tax law, 
the ‘increases were attributed by 
tax officials to increased volume of 
business and greater employment 
and earnings of individuals. 
‘Combined figures for city and 
county are: Individual returns, 55,- 
944; individual taxable income, 
$138,956,472; individual tax total, 
$3,093,239; corporation returns, 
2589; corporation taxable income, 
$46,792,122; corporation tax total, 
$923,086. The total tax due. the 
State from both sources in city and 
county is $4,016,325. 
The tax is payable in a lump sum 
in May and becomes delinquent if 
not paid on or before June 2.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 24.—A 
Federal grand jury with “plenary 
powers” will be chosen May 4 to 
continue the investigation into cor- 
rupt voting conditions here initiat- 


ed by a jury discharged at the end 
of the term today after indicting 
126 persons on vote fraud conspir- 
acy charges, : 

The next jury, which will be im- 
panelled by United States District 
Judge Merrill E. Otis, will be em- 
powered not only to investigate 
election practices but to inquire 
into all types of law violations fall- 
ing in the scope of Federal stautes. 

A great deal of additional vote 
fraud evidence, it was learned to- 
day, has been accumulated by 
agents of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and will be submitted 
to the jurors. Other matters which 
may be considered by the new jury 
include further inquiry into W P A 
payrolls and reports that pressure 
has been brought to bear to re- 
tard the Federal inv of

“Just Getting Under Way.” 
United States District Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves, who initiated the 
investigation Dec. 14, last, with the 
command to “move on them” and 
who discharged the jury today said 
that the investigation was “just 
getting under way” and that indi- 
cations were it would prove city- 
wide.

The fall term jury returned 18 
additional vote fraud indictments 
prior to its discharge today in- 
volving precinct officials and party 
workers, including some represent- 
ing precincts in downtown sections 
regarded as machine strongholds. 
More than half of the 126 persons 
indicted have yet to be tried. There 
have been six trials, 32 convictions, 
and no acquittals. Eight other de 
fendants who pleaded “no contest” 
were placed on probations. A jury 
in the first trial could not agree on 
three persons. They will be tried 
again. Eighteen persons have been 
sentenced to prison, eight to jail, 
and six have received suspended 
jail sentences. 

Comment by Judge Reeves. 
In discharging the jury Judge 
Reeves observed: 
“What you have initiated will go 
on, You have opened the way. 
You have fired the first guns. .As 
a result of your labors there will be 
a new sense of importance of bal- 
lots and of the value of the elec- 
tion franchise.” 
Despite disclosure of “shocking 
situations,” the Judge said that the 
jury has but touched the “high 
points” of violations of the ballot. 
Referring to reports attempts had 
been made to hamper the investiga- 
tion, he warned that “there is a

Actress Dead in’ New York 
Apartment From Gas, 
Wed Month Ago.

NEW YORK, April 24-—A hos- 
tess who had made plans for 100 
guests at a cocktail party, died of 
illuminating gas tonight in the 
kitchen of her apartment as her 
guests—invited by chain letters— 
arrived in the lobby below. 

The hostess, Mrs. .Helen Mont, 
25-year-old actress and bride of a 


month, failed to answer the bell 
when the first of her guests ar- 
rived, and the apartment superin- 
tendent unlocked the door. Guided 
by the odor of gas, he walked past 
tables, already set for the cocktail 
party, to the kitchen. 

There he found Mrs. Mont, uncon- 
scious, a gas tube from the stove in 
her mouth. She was clad only in 
a slip, silk stockings, and shoes. 
While an emergency squad worked 
to revive her, and finally pro- 
nounced her dead, the party guests 
waited in the apartment lobby. 
Police said Mrs. Mont had quar- 
reled with her husband over her 
party. He is James Mont, an in- 
terior decorator. Her death was 
listed as suicide. 

Mont was in his studio, just off 
Fifth Avenue, when his wife’s body 
was found. 

Mrs. Mont had called her cock- 
tail party “a mystery cocktail par- 
ty,” and warned her guests “not to 
talk about sending or receiving this 


In an invitation to one friend she 
wrote: “It will be the most unusual 
and amusing one ever held in New 
York. Make two copies of this let- 


two friends.” 

The party guests, many more 
than could have been accommodat- 
ed in the Monts’ three-room apart- 
ment, jammed the apartment house 
lobby. until doormen, notified late- 
comers the party “has ‘been called 
off.” 

The actress was married pre- 
viously to Randolph Joseph Thom- 
son, an English playwright. A few 
minutes after annulment. of the 
first marriage, on March 28 of this 
year, she married Mont, Turkish- 
born designer of furniture. They 
had planned a June honeymoon in 
Paris.

BAKER HEADS NEW 
CIVIL RULE IN MADRID 


Leads Council of Civilians Suc- 


ceeding Miaja, Who~ Will 
Give Full Time to War.

MADRID, April 24—A Socialist 


baker and 32 other civilian anti- 


drid today from the military hands 
of Gen: Jose Miaja and restored 
civil rule to a city still under the 
guns of insurgent siege. 

The new man who will grapple 
with Madrid’s civil problems ig 45- 
year-old Rafael. Henche de la 
Plata, ,once head of the bakers’ 
union and for 20 years an impor- 
tant Socialist politician in Madrid. 

He was elected head of the new 
municipal council of 33 members 
following an unexpected order from 
Premier Francisco Largo Caballero 
at Valencia, which, in effect, di- 
rected Miaja to spend all his time 
fighting the insurgents. 

For nearly six months the gen- 
eral has been directing the fight 
against insurgent armies in Ma- 
drid’s suburbs and elsewhere, but 
also has had to deal with the prob- 
lem of feeding and keeping in or- 
der a_ shell-batttered city of one 
million persons. 

“I am just a soldier,” Miaja has 
said. Hence the order from Largo 
Caballero, defining Miaja’s func- 
tions “strictly” as those of “chief 
of military operations in the Ma- 
drid sector,” and setting up a civil 
assembly, or “ayuntamiento” to re- 
place Miaja’s defense junta, which 
was dissolved, meant this: 

The Government is assuring 
Madrid that it is not going to have 
permanent military dictatorship. 
At the same time, all of Miaja’s 
energies are needed to whip back 
the insurgents who still are on the 
edges of the city. and to conduct 
the war, now in its tenth month. 


The new city council is dom-

ent law expires May 1. 

The permanent measure has 
passed both chambers but in dif- 
ferent form, and ‘legislators have 
been trying to settle their differ- 
ences in conference. Informed per- 
sons said the conferees have agreed 
on all of the important issues, but 
are at odds on the form of their 
report. 

. A conflict has developed between 
Chairman Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, and Chairman Mc- 
Reynolds (Dem.), Tennessee, of 
the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee, colleagues said. 

. None of the conferees would dis- 
cuss the matter beyond saying the 
dispute between the authors of the 
House and Senate bills does not in- 
volve differences on fundamental 
policy. 

President’s Southern Trip. 

The disagreement became serious, 
however, when the conferees re- 
cessed over the weekend without 
reaching an agreement. President 
Roosevelt, whose signature is nec- 
essary to enact legislation, leaves 
for a Southern vacation Tuesday 
night. Chairman Pittman was dis- 
cussing the idea of extending the 
temporary law if an agreement 
could not be reached on the per- 
manent law in time to obtain the 
President’s signature before he 
leaves. 

Early last week, conferees said, 
an agreement was reached on the 
jmportant controversies between 
the two houses. But they added 
that the conflict between Pittman 
and McReynolds became so serious 
that attempts to work out a final 
accord were almost abandoned. 

The agreement calls for abandon- 
ment of the Senate’s mandatory 
“cash and carry” system, in favor 
of ‘the House provision to give the 
President discretionary authority to 
invoke the drastic isolation pol- 
icy. 

Under the “cash and carry” sys- 
tem foreign belligerents could ob- 
tain American goods only by taking 
title to them béfore - they left 
American ‘shores. 

House Yielded on One Step. 

The House yielded to the Senate 
to make the prohibition against 
American travel on belligerent ships 
mandatory, and agreed to include 
the Senate’s provision against arm- 
ing American merchant vessels en- 

in trading with belligerents. 

Many legislators agreed such a 
conference agreement would be al- 
gost certain to run into trouble 
in the Senate.

NAZ-CONDEMNED JEW 
DESPAIRS OF U. $. RELP 


Convicted of Treason in 
Plotting to Assassinate High 
German Offficial. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, . April 24.—Helmuth 
Hirsch, 21-year-old Jew for whom 
United States consular authorities 
have interceded, appeared resigned 
tonight to die for what he consid- 
ered to be a “cause”—a plot to as- 
sassinate a high German official, 
possibly Chancellor Hitler. 

Hirsch, who is a United States 
citizen because his grandfather was 
a naturalized American, talked with 
United States Consul Raymond H. 
Geist in Ploetzensee prison today. 
He told the Consul he had no hope 
of escaping the death penalty. 
Dr. Volk, the prosecutor, declined 
to divulge the exact nature of 
Hirsch’s offense, but informed 
sources said the death sentence had 
been pronounced on charges he in- 
tended to use explosives in an at- 
tempt to assassinate a high Govern- 
ment official, presumably Hitler. 
These sources also expressed be- 
lief that a recent speech by Gen. 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering, warn- 
ing against terroristic activities, 
pointed. to Hirsch. Goering on 
March 16 warned those who “be- 
lieve, perhaps, as a last resort, that 
they can overpower Germany by 
murder or cowardly assassinations.” 
“Woe to him who there plays with 
fire,” Goering said. “Not only he, 
not only a number—all those who 
are of this view and this spirit will 
burn to cinders!” . 
Hitler has not yet considered 
Hirsch’s clemency plea. 
The United States Consul entered 
the case after it was learned Hirsch 
was an American citizen. He did 
so on instructions from Washing- 
ton, where Secretary of State Hull 
said today everything possible 
would be done to save Hirsch’s life. 
The prisoner’s grandfather, Solo- 
mon Hirsch, was naturalized in 
New York April 4, 1873. This made 
American citizens of the youth's 
father, Siegfried, born at Winter- 
burg, Czechoslovakia, June 25, 1878, 
and so of himself, born at Stutt- 
Germany, Jan. 27, 1916. 
Hirsch’s father, who resided in the 
United States from 1902 to 1910, 
went to Alsace. and later to Ger- 
many, and now is in Praha, Czecho- 
slovakia.

Employes to Return to Jobs To- 
morrow; Minimum Wage Is

WINDSOR, Ontario, April 24.— 


General Motors officers and repre- 
sentatives of the 550 employes of 
the company’s Windsor plant 
reached an agreement tonight un- 
der which the workers will return 
to their jobs Monday.

MORE DIVORCE, FEWER DAMAGE 
SUITS, FIRST QUARTER OF YEAR 


Record Compares With Like 
Periods in 1935 and 1936—Jury 
Costs Lower. 


More persons sought divorces and 
fewer asked for damages during 
the first three months of this year 
than in the corresponding periods 
of the past two years, it was shown 
yesterday in the quarterly report 
of Circuit Clerk H. Sam Priest. 

Divorce suits for three months 
this year numbered 877, as com- 
pared to 808 in 1936 and 753 in 1935. 
Only 714 damage suits were filed 
during the first quarter. of 1937, 
as against 785 jn 1936 and 1072 in 
1935. The total number of all suits 
brought in three months this year 
was 2268, whereas 2303 were filed 
last year and 2600 the year before 
in the same period, 

During the December and Febru- 
ary court terms, 113 damage suits 
were tried. Damages asked in all 
the suits amounted to $1,159,268, 
and total damages awarded were 
$162,975. Plaintiffs won 45 cases, 
defendants, 51. ‘Twelve suits were 
settled after juries had been im- 
paneled and there were five mis- 
trials.

|PROBLEM OF AGING 
TEACHER TAKEN UP|<= 


Missquri Colleges Cut Pay 
of Tutors 11 Pct. More 
Than in Other States, 
Florence Schaper Says. 


Salaries of professors in Missouri 
colleges have been reduced 11 per 
cent more than those in other col- 
leges of the United States since 
1929, Prof. Florence W. Schaper of 
Lindenwood College said yesterday 
at a regional meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association of University Pro- 


fessors at Washington University. 

The median salary reduction in 
Missouri colleges was 26 per cent, 
while that for the whole country 
was only 15 per cent, she pointed 
out. Cuts in salary in this state 
ranged all the way. from 10 to 50 
per cent, she added. 

Only one college made no salary 
reduction, but hired new faculty 
members at less than the usual 
starting wage when there were va- 
cancies. The most drastic cuts were 
made by junior colleges. Five 
schools have restored all reductions 
in pay, but eight have made no 
restorations at all, About half of 
the salary reductions on Missouri 
college faculties have now been re- 
stored, Prof. Schaper reported. 

The meeting was held in connec- 
tion with the third: annual gather- 
ing of the Missouri Academy of Sci- 
ence, which began Thursday and 
ended yesterday. 

On Academic Freedom. 

Speaking on current problems of 
academic freedom in the Mississippi 
Valley, Prof. Ralph Fuchs of the 
Washington University School of 
Law said the dead-letter rule in St, 
Louis barring public school teachers 
from joining a union was a “dis- 
grace to the city.” He added, how- 
ever, that it also was a reflection on 
teachers, since most of them were 
complacent, seemingly not wishing 
to be bothered with pleas to join 
the union. 

Prof. Fuchs praised. academic 
freedom at Washington University, 
questioning, however, whether the 
faculty should not have a part with 
the administration in disciplinary 
matters. He said the recent revo-| 
cation of scholarships held by three 
students was done because the dis- 
ciplinary authorities felt the stu- 
dents had exceeded good taste in 
their circulars against the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps. 

The record for academic freedom 
in Missouri as well, he continued, 
is one of the best in the United 
States. There is no movement to 
adopt repressive legislation and no 
proposal of a teachers’ oath has 
been made. 

Academic freedom carries with it 
the responsibility not to abuse the 
privilege by improper utterances in 
the wrong places, he asserted. He 
mentioned repressive control over 
Tulane University by certain ele- 
ments in New Orleans, recently de- 
scribed in a Post-Dispatch news 
story, and the failure in Arkansas 
to pass a bill aimed to repress Com- 
monwealth College, a labor school. 

Defining academic freedom, Prof. 
Joseph D., Elliff of the University of 
Missouri said. it implied principally 
the necessity of allowing instruc- 
tors to teach without interference 
or dictation. “But. a teacher in a 
religious school has no right to hold 
his job if he intends to teach that 
atheism is the best way of life,” he 
added. 

Insurance for Faculty. 

Dr. Joseph M. Kliamon of the 
Washington University faculty said 
most colleges were beginning to 
realize that something must be 
done for the teacher who has given 
20 to 30 of his best years to the 
institution. Group:life insurance, 
which some are providing, is excel- 
lent, but group annuities are not so 
sure, he declared. 

Discussing criteria for the choice 
of teachers, Edward §S. Allen of 
Iowa State College told about an 
excellent music teacher who was 
rejected by one college after an- 
other because he was a Catholic. 
Similarly, 
schools will not hire Jews as teach- 


ers. Such intolerance will tend to

ACQUITTED OF MANSLAUGHTER 
FOR AIDING IN SUICIDE 


Farmer Tried at Forsyth, Mo., 

When Partner in Death Com-

FORSYTH, Mo., April 24.—Lelza 
Herd,’ 21-year-old Taney County 
farmer, was acquitted by a jury to- 
day of manslaughter. He was tried 
under a statute which provides a 
manslaughter charge for assisting 
in a suicide.

Such an 
institution becomes an instrument 
of propaganda, he asserted. 

Another trend is to bring univer- 
sities under control of labor unions, 
which would not result in more 
academic freedom, Bernard assert- 
ed. A third trend is to put guilds 
of professors in control, which 
would be no better, he said, , 

The only true method of deter- 
mining whether a faculty member 
is doing his work well is through 
investigation by a “reporter of fact, 
not a corporation member,” he con- 
tinued. Men who undertake hon- 
estly to do their services properly 
as teachers should at least have 
protection if not reward, he added, 

The Junior Academy of Science 
also met yesterday.

Miller said he clubbed 
Fallremayer on the head with a 
furnace shaker when it appeared 
it would do no good to ask Fallre- 
mayer for permission to use his 
automobile on the trip to Texas. 

Miller’s Story of Crime. 

He had hecome acquainted with 
Fallremayer about a year ago, 
Miller said, when Fallremayer was 
a. customer of a tea and coffee 
shop where he was employed, and 
on a previous occasion Fallremayer 
had permitted him to use his auto- 
mobile. 

“I met Rudy at Harrison and 
State streets in Chicago Saturday 
afternoon, March 27,” Miller told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Police 
Headquarters. “We went out to see 
Falliremayer, intending to borrow 
his automobile so we could go to 
Texas. 

“There was no one there but the 
old man and his police dog. He 
remarked, while we were talking, 
that he had had a slight accident 
which dented a fender in his auto- 
mobile and said he would not let 
anyone but himself drive it. 

Hit Him Twice With Shaker. 

“I decided then it was no use to 
ask to borrow the car. We went 
down to the basement, where he 
was killing some pigeons far the 
next day’s meal, and when he stood 
beside the coal bin, I noticed the 
furnace shaker. When he stooped 
down to pick up a pigeon, I grabbed 
the shaker and hit him on the head. 

“He staggered, and I hit him a 
second time and he fell to the floor. 
We could hear him groan. I went 
upstairs and searched for the keys 
to his automobile. They weren't 
there, but I took two watches, and 
two rings. Then we went back to 
the basement and I found the keys 
and 75 cents in the old man’s pock- 
ets.” 

Rudy stood by, nodding his as- 
sent, and occasionally saying 
“That's right,” as Miller told of the 
robbery and killing. Fallremayer 
died of the beating the next day. 

“If I only knew it was murder I 
would have given myself up long 
ago,” Miller said: “I didn’t know 
he was dead.” 

He Abandoned Auto. 

He told of driving the automobile 
until he disabled it by burning out 
a bearing near Edwardsville, and 
then walking into St. Louis with 
Rudy. One of the watches he sold 
in a saloon at Pontiac for $3, 
which was spent for gasoline. The 
other, pawned here, was recovered 
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Miller got a job in a hotel restau- 
rant here soon after his arrival, and 
Rudy went to work for a grocery in 
South St. Louis. About a week ago, 
they said, they started for Texas 
again, but ran out of money and 
returned to St. Louis.

In reply, Hofmann sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to the Mayor: “Op- 
position of the arbitration award 
has been misinterpreted to you. 
Despite the fact that the wage scale 
awarded is higher than any other 
comparable paper in the whole 
United States and even higher than 
some metropolitan papers, we have 
accepted it. 

“We also have accepted all terms 
of the award relative to work week, 
dismissal bonuses, vacations, over- 
time, sick leave and other working 
conditions, including collective bar- 
gaining. 

“It is our position that the award 
in part exceeds the power of the 
arbiters and in part fails to fully 
consider or pass upon and decide 
certain issues submitted to them. 

“Specifically the award omits to 
fix the right of the publishers to 
have control of the policy and the 
personnel of my newspaper. The 
strike can be ended immediately if 
the Guild will clearly recognize my 
right to manage and will conform 
to their agréement.” 

The disorder in front of the news- 
paper office occurred this: morning 
when police dispersed a crowd 
which attempted to prevent the me- 
chanical forces from going to work.

Collective Bargaining Conference at 
New York Adjourns; No Date 
Set for Renewal.

NEW YORK, April 24—A collec- 
tive bargaining conference between 
union representatives and officials 
of the Postal Telegraph Co, ad- 
journed in disagreement today over 
what constitutes a bargaining unit 
under the Wagner Labor Relaticns 
Act.

Facts set forth in the petition 
are as follows: Adolphus Busch ac- 
cepted 8330 shares of the railway 
stock Sept. 24, 1912, with par value 
of $833,000, on account of a larger 
debt to him by the road, and di- 
rected that 7000 of the shares be 
issued to him and 1830 to his son. 
August Busch indorsed the 1330 
shares in blank and they were in- 
cluded in the inventory of his fa- 
ther’s estate and held by the lat- 
ter’s trustees. The trustees, includ- 
ing August Busch in his lifetime, 
annually réceipted for this stock in 
Probate Court as an asset of the 
general trust.

Some Groups Won Over. 


The appeal worked among certain 
elements, mostly those connected 
with the Government. Politicians, 
Government officials and others 
proclaime that there was no 
ground for fear of a catastrophe. 
Even a few conservative sugar 
growers started going around with 
something like a smill on their 
faces. Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo and 
others of his group who had been 
bitter critics of President Quezon 
up to a few days previous to his 
announcement of his new independ- 
ence proposal hastened to send ca- 
bles assuring Quezon saa dh were 
with him. 


But not the hard-boiled business 
man. Business circles continued to 
doubt the wisdom of an immediate 
independence plan, and the stock 
market continued to drop. The rea- 
son Was that, according to them, 
Quezon’s radio talk had nothing in 
it that they did not know before, 
and his reférence to a trade treaty 
to be sought from Congress and 
the administration failed to reas- 
sure them. If President Quezon 
can get independence in 1938 or 
1939 and a trade treaty besides, 
well and good, but can he get both? 
This is the questiont hey are ask- 
ing. 

Quezon’s Argument. 

Business circles point to what ap- 
pears to them to be a fallacy in 
Quezon’s talk. He said he was ask- 
ing for early independence because 
Congress and the administration 
had refused to respect the Tydings- 
McDuffie independence act, and had 
passed laws inimical to the trade 
interests of the Philippines. Ac- 
cording to him, the Tydings-Mc- 
Duffie law was made binding on 
the Filipinos but not on Congress. 
This, according to Quezon, was an 
injustice which could not be al- 
lowed to pass without protest. Up 
to this point, everyone in the Phil- 
ippines, American or Filipino, was 
inclined to agree with him. 

However, many differ with him 
on the remedy he seeks. Opponents 
of his plan point out that, if 
Congress and the administration 
thought so little of the Tydings-Mc- 
Duffie law as to amend it at will, 
there can be no basis for the hope 
that the same Congress and the 
same administration wil] be _ in- 
clined to grant the Filipinos prefer- 
ential] trade treatment along with 
complete independence. 

“How can Mr. Quezon assure us 
that the same Congress and the 
same administration that, accord- 
ing to him, have ‘double-crossed us’ 
on the Tydings-McDuffie law, will 
grant us a treaty giving us prefer- 
entia] trade treatment?” one Amer- 
ican business man asked. “And 
waht assurances can he give us 
that, once a treaty is negotiated, it 
will be respected more than the 
present independence law in force?” 


Defense Not Included. 


On top of this, the absence from 
Quezon’s talk of any reference to 
arrangements for defense of the 
Philippines has contributed to the 
doubts in many minds about the 
wisdom of the proposal for early 
independence. The national defense 
plan put into effect by an enact- 
ment. of the National Assembly only 
a year ago is just beginning to 
work. The plan is based on a 10- 
year transition as outlined in the 
Tydings-McDuffie law. It contem- 
plates a slow development of a 
Philippine army while the Philip- 
pines enjoy the full protection of 
the American Army and Navy. Ob- 
viously, with the present resources 
of the islands. the defense program 
cannot be speeded up much more 
than it has been to date. \ From 
1938 or 1939 until 1946, when the de- 
fense program is to be completed, 
the islands will .be at the mercy 
of any power which may want to 
control it by force of arms.

Federal Board to Issue Them to 
Aid State Administration of 
Job Insurance Laws.

WASHINGTON, April 24. — The 
Social Security Board decided today 
to issue security account numbers 
to all workers in commerce and in- 
dustry to aid the state administra- 
tion of unemployment insurance 
laws. 

The 26,200,000 accounts issued to 
date have to do with Federal old- 
age pensions, to which only those 
who had not reached 65 years of 
age last Jan. 1, are eligible. Now 
account numbers will be issued to 
those more than 65 a3 well. 

The states wanted’to use the num- 
bers for insurance. purr ses, so 
broader listings were found neces- 
sary. Many of the 18,500, cov- 
ered by the insurance syst of 43 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia have no pension accounts. 

The new registration, to begin 
Tuesday will be voluntary. The

From the manner in which the 
Missouri State Senate passed the 
Missouri-Illinois Parkway Author- 
ity bill Tuesday it would seem that 
a scenic route through the two 
states extending from Cook County 
(Ill) to the southwest corner of 
Missouri will soon become a reality. 
Approximately 500 miles of such 
routes will be constructed through 
Missouri and funds for the project 
are to be supplied by Federal 
grants as a part of the program to 
remove submarginal land from ag- 
ricultural use and to provide em- 
ployment for non-gkilled workers. 

The parkway would be construct- 
ed primarily for pleasure vehicles 
and will range from 400 feet to one 
mile in width which would give 
ample room for landscaping as well 
as acting as a defense against bill- 
boards and commercial uses. 

The Parkway as planned, will 
cross the Mississippi at Alton and 
take in four Missouri parks, Lake 
of the Ozarks, Lake Taneycomo and 
the White River ‘country before 
ending near .Springfield. 

Missouri has two parkways un- 
der development. at the present. 
The Henry Shaw Garden-Way, west 
of St. Louis, was started in. October 
of 1935 with the landscaping of 
highway 66 from the western limits 
of the city of St. Louis to the junc- 
tion of U. 8S. 50 at the Bourbeuse 
River. The other parkway is on 
U. 8S. highway 54 extending from 
Bagnell Dam on the Lake of the 
Ozarks to Camdenton.

Bicyclists Warned . 
Law Requires Both 
Head and Tail Lights 


P. F. Drury, safety director of 
the Automobile Club of Missouri, 
this week cautioned parents of chil- 
dren who have bicyclés to equip 
them with tail lights and headlights 


as a safety measure, and to conform 
with State laws. Drury also direct- 
ed his warning on bicycle lighting 
equipment to employers of delivery 
boys who ride bicycles and proprie- 
tors of all bicycle renting agencies. 

“Open weather brings thousands 
of youngsters riding bicycles to the 
streets and highways,” Drury said. 
“Casual Soecrvaciolll shows that 
most bicycles have no lights, and 
the lack of these makes it difficult 
for motorists to see them at night. 
Lights, or at least tail reflectors, 
give a motorist some indication of 
the presence of children on bicycles, 

“Last year throughout the coun- 
try there were 25,080 accidents in- 
volving bicycle riders, in which 770 
bicyclists were killed in collisions 
with automobiles, and 24,200 were 
seriously injured. A large majority 


dents were children under 14 years 
of age.” 

Drury pointed out that the State 
motor vehicle code specifies that 
“bicycles shall display one white 
light mounted at the front and di- 
rected forward, and one red light or 
one red reflex mirror mounted at 
the back and directed toward the 
rear.” 

He also reminded motorists that 
the State law prohibits the use of 
any lights on the rear accept a red 
tail light and a white light arranged 
to illuminate the license plate. Re- 
cently, several sport models have 
made their appearance with green 
lights facing to the rear, in direct 
violation of the State law. 


Bliss Advocates 
Center Safety Strip 
Highway Construction 


Divided highways with center 
construction entirely separating op- 
posite streams of traffic, is the 
keynote of a road safety campaign 
launched by several of the big auto- 
mobile clubs of the West. 

In a joint statement recently by 
the Northern and Southern Califor- 
nia Automobile Associations, it was 
urged that roads be made safe not 
only by separating the traffic flow, 
but by building separated grades at 
major intersections, by the elimina- 
tion of curves, flattening of crests, 
railway crossing elimination, in- 
creased use of recjector markings 
for traffic lanes and the removal 
of advertising structures from view- 
blocking locations. 

“Good roads are now here and 
the time has arrived when we 
should turn to making those roads 
safe,” says C. H. Bliss, vice-presi- 
dent of sales of the Nash Motors 
Corporation.

Compared with the corresponding 
month of last year, the aggregate 
value of all buildings for which per- 
mits were issued in March showed 
an increase of 36 per cent, Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins an- 
nounced today. New residential 
building showed a gain of 87 per 
cent. An increase of 36 per cent 
was shown in the value of per- 
mits issued for additions, altera- 
tions and repairs, but the value of 
new non-residential buildings was 
5 per cent less than in March, 1936, 
she pointed out. 

“Measured by the value of per- 
mits issued, residential construc- 
tion during the month was 37 per 
cent greater than in February,” 
Miss Perkins said. “At the same 
time, non-residential construction 
rose 45 per cent. An advance of 
7 per cent was registered in the 
value of permits issued for addi- 
tions, alterations, and repairs to ex- 
isting structures. The total value 
of buildings for which permits were 
issued during March showed an in- 
crease of 32 per cent over the pre- 
ceding month. 

“For the first quarter of 1937 the 
aggregate value of permits issued 
for all classes of construction in 
cities with a population of 2500 or 
over amounted to $398,279,569, an in- 
crease of 36 per cent compared with 
the corresponding period of 1936. 
All classes of construction shared 
in the gain, the greatest improve- 
ment occurring in the value of res- 
idential buildings, which increased 
70 per cent. During the first three 
months of 1937 dwelling units have 
been provided in these cities for 
47,309 families, an increase of 77.3 
per cent over the first quarter of 
the preceding year.” 

The data collected by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics include, in ad- 
dition to private construction, the 
number and value of buildings for 
which contracts were awarded by 
Federal and state governments in 
the cities included in the report. 
For March, 1937, the value of these 
public buildings amounted to $6, 
318,000; for February, 1937, to $14, 
753,000; and for March, 1936, to $5,’ 
937,000. °

Vivid Tales of Life in Foreign Courts — Estab- 


tished Hosptal for Turks in Dardanelles Campaign. 


By FAY PROFILET. 


OR the last three weeks St. 

Louis hag had a visitor whose 

years abroad bring f 
glimpses of life at court, vivid 
scenes of the World War and inti- 
mate stories of rulers of Europe 
and the Near East. Mrs. Guido 
Panfili, the former Miss Lulu Hu- 
nicke of St. Louis, accompanied by 
her husband, Commendatore Guido 
Panfili, former couriselor of the le- 
gation at the Austro-Hungarian 
Embassy at Constantinople, has for 
the first time in 33 years returned 
to her native city to renew friend- 
ships of her girlhood. 

After about 45 years of residence 
in foreign lands Mrs. Panfili has 
many adventures to relate. She 
has been a citizen of three coun- 
tries, has lived for years at court 
and has been decorated by two gov- 
ernments for her efforts during the 
war, 


It is not hard to imagine a per- 
son of Mrs. Panfili’s charm as a 
figure in court life or continental 
society, but one has to know her to 
appreciate the courage and deter- 
mination she displayed during the 
war. An extremely modest woman, 
she is almost fragile in appearance. 
Her snow-white hair is beautifully 
waved and her youthful figure sets 
off smart clothes to an advantage. 
As a young woman she was taken 
to. Europe by her mother, who was 
the former Miss Joanna Luthy, a 
member of an old French family of 
St. Louis for a “grand tour,” in those 
days considered essential to the 
“finishing” of a young woman of 
fashion. There she was bethrothed 
to, and later married the Baron 
Ebner von Eschenbach, Grand 
Equerry to Ferdinand, King of Bul- 
garia, and an artillery officer in 
the German Army. 


At the Court of Sofia. 


For 10 years the Baron and Bar- 
oness von Eschenbach were much 
in evidence in the court life at 
Sofia. Their days were a succes- 
sion of formal parties, state din- 
ners, court balls and the entertain- 
ment of famous personages. A day 
not unusual for the baroness might 
include a large luncheon, a garden 
party, several affairs for charity, 
and a dinner for 20 or more guests 
at her home. After a day of social 
functions she would often, on 
reaching her home, find a com- 
mand to appear at the palace for 
dinner at 9 o’clock, after which 
members of the court would be re- 
quired to appear at several balls in 
one night. Briefly, social life. re- 
quired all her energy and thought. 
She said one had to live for society, 
and that it was impossible to have 
cares of any nature and still do 
justice to the demands made on 
one’s time and hospitality. 

After more than 10 years her mar- 
riage with the baron was dissolved 
by divorce. 

Constantinople and the War. 


In 1909 she married Mr. Panfili. 
Again her talents as a hostess were 
tested. Life in smart Constantin- 
ople society was gay and exhaust- 


ing. Then came the World War. 
As the war advanced and the 
wounded were taken to Constan- 
tinople the wounded Turkish sol- 
diers found themselves in a sad 
plight. The German Government 
was in a position to.care for its 
wounded in hospitals it had fi- 
nanced, but Turkish soldiers were 
housed in barracks without equip- 
ment or hospital supplies. The 
Austrian Ambassador, the Marquis 
Pallavicini, sought the assistance 
of Mrs. Panfili and asked her to 


finance, establish and manage a. 


hospital. The only place available 
was the barracks, there were no 
supplies and no money with which 
to buy them. . 

“The large bare halls were no bet- 
ter than a pig sty,” said Mrs. Pan- 
fill. “The beds were filthy and in- 
fested with vermin and there were 
no mattresses or coverings. By 
sheer labor the place was cleaned 
and I was given four Austrian sur- 
geons and four Sisters from S8t. 
George's Hospital as nurses.” 

Raising Money for Hospital. 

Mrs, Panfili personally applied to 
European banks and obtained funds 
to equip the hospital with 206 
beds. She sold half of her sup- 
plies to the Turks for enough profit 
to run her hospital and still had a 
nice emergency fund. 


To this hospital came the most 
seriously wounded. For 10 months, 
during the battles of the Darda- 
nelles, Mrs. Panfili did not desert 
her post for a day. Her experi- 
ence at that time was one of in- 
cessant toil and a long series of 
horrors. Following one battle 1376 
severely injured men were taken 
to the hospital from the battle 
fields, after a journey of six days. 
The sisters and their little superin- 
tendent spent the entire night go- 
ing from one soldier to another, 
bathing wounds and preparing the 
injured for the surgeons. Mrs. Pan- 
fili is very proud of the fact that 
of this large number only six were 
lost. 


“It took hard work with a bit of 
a heart torcarry on,” she said. “I 
remember so well the big Arab, who 
had his thumb shot off. His wound 
healed nicely and he was impa- 
tient to join his family but he wor- 
ried exceedingly about his missing 
thumb. I thought I had a bright 
dea so I got a pair of kid gloves 
for him and stuffed the empty 
thumb with cotton. He was great- 
ly pleased. Then all of a sudden 
this enormous Arab started weep- 

as though his heart would 
break. Rushing to his side I heard 
him sob, ‘But Madam it won't 
move.’ 


“Another case remains in my 
memory. A Turk came to us with 
a wound in his head. A silver plate 
was inserted and everything pos- 
sible was done for him but he did 
not mend. He was so depressed 
that he was a pitiful object. I sent 
for his wife who, poor creature, 
walked all the way from the in- 
terior. When she arrived she was

Honored by Sultan. 

After the war, Mohammed Y, Sul- 
tan of Turkey, personally con- 
ferred the Sheffakat (a large 
plaque) of diamonds and rubies on 
Mrs. Panfili. In making the pres- 
entation he not only complimented 
her on her courage but said that 
she was the greatest financier he 
had ever known because she start- 
ed a project with minus and ended 
with plus. Charles I, Emperor of 
Austria, decorated her with the 
Order of St. Elizabeth; she re- 
ceived two decorations from the 
Red Cross of Austria and the 
Medal of the Red Crescent of Tur- 
key. 

Mrs. Panfili has also received 
various complimentary titles but 
one she likes is White Cloud, given 
her by Buffalo Bill’s Indians, when 
with: their leader they visited in 
Munich. At the request of the 
Prince Regent ‘of Bavaria, the for- 
mer St. Louisans, entertained for 
the Princess Terese who wanted to 
meet Col. Cody and the Indians. 
The princess, a spinster noted for 
her philanthropies, attended the par- 
ty in a bright red gown. The Indians 
named her Red Cloud, not because 
of her gown as was suprosed, but 
in memory of an Indian princess,

in splendor all the court functions,

celebrations for royalty and elabo- 
rate private balls was attended by 
Mr, and. Mrs. Panfili in May, 1918, 
when the Emperor and Empress of 
Austria paid a visit to the Sultan of 
Turkey. 

“The Austrian rulers with a suite 
of 50 were entertained at a recep- 
tion and dinner at the Sultan’s pal- 
ace in Constantinople,” said Mrs. 
Panfili. “Places were laid for 200 
guests with candles gleaming from 
five-foot-tall gold candelabra ar- 
ranged between the places of every 
two guests. The many courses 
were served on solid gold dishes by 
a small army of servitors. 
Empress and the ladies of her suite 
were im gorgeous robes over which 
hung ropes of priceless pearls. 
Their ornaments of diamonds, ru- 
bies and emeralds glistened in the 
light of a full moon over the Bos-| 
phorus. The scene reminded one 
of & picture from the Arabian 
Nights.” 

Mrs. Panfili’s husband, a member 
of an historic Italian family that 
includes Pope Innocent X, was born 
at Tri and educated in Vienna. 
At various times he has been at- 
tached to the Austrian Embassies 
in Egypt, Turkey and Bulgaria:

WASHINGTON, April 24. 

HERE is the money coming from and 
W were is it going? Can our income be 

increased to meet expenses and leave 
perhaps a little surplus so we can start pay- 
ing our debts? Can our expenses be cut down 
to match our income? ff not, how much 
longer can we stand off our creditors who 
would like to have something on past due 
accounts? 

These ‘personal and persistent questions, 
faced every day by the citizen who lacks eco- 
nomic security, become increasingly signifi- 
cant. when applied to local and state govern- 
ments and fateful when asked of a national 
government whése economy, in both the 
broad and restricted meaning, affects for good 
or ill every citizen and perhaps indirectly the 
entire world. 

In his special relief message this week, 
President Roosevelt pessimistically reported 
that the Treasury’s revised estimates for the 
coming fiscal year indicated another deficit. 
The Federal income during. the 12° months 
beginning July 1, he said, would amount to 
$6,906,000,000, while total expenditures, ex- 
clusive of statutory debt retirement, would be 
$7,324,000,000. thus putting the Government 
$418,000,000 further in the red. 

National Debt $35,500,000,000 by 

End of Fiscal Year. 

For the current fiscal year, the President 
reported that the revised estimates disclosed 
that total receipts would: amount to $5,224,- 
000,000 and that total expenditures, exc!usive 
of debt retirement, would be $7,781,000,600, 
leaving a net deficit of $2,557,000,000, and 
a gross deficit, which includes debt retire- 
ment, of approximately $2,961,000,000. The 
national debt on June 30, the end of the fiscal 
year, will be about $35,500,000,000. 

If the present national fiscal situation is 
compared with a household budget, it is seen 
that the Government is spending during the 
present fiscal year about 50 per cent more 
than its income, and that for the coming year, 
even if the President’s retrenchment policy is 
effective enough to cut down the’ deficit of 
$418,000,000 forecast by the Treasury, there 
will still be no current funds available to re- 
tire any of the national debt of more than 
$35,000,000,000. 

For the past seven years the Government 
has been spending moye than its income, 
That is the simple explanation of the growth 
of the gross debt from $16,026,000,000 on 
Dec. 31, 1930, to the present figure of almost 
$35,000,000,000, an increase of. $19,000,000 
despite the fact that taxes in virtually all 


income brackets have been increased and in- 


direct taxes reach every person in the Unites 
States—-down to the child .who chews gum.

Bill as Passed by House. 

Although the Gavagan anti- 
lynching bill follows a familiar 
pattern, it goes somewhat further 
than past measures, Among other 
provisions is the following: 

“Any county in which a.person 
is seriously injured or put to 
death by a mob of riotous assem-~ 
blage shall. be liable to the. ins.

damages, which sum may be re- 
covered in a civil action against 
such county in the United States 
District Court of the Judicial Dis- 


‘trict wherein such person is put 


to the injury or death. Such ac- 
tion shall be brought and prose+ 


‘euted by the United States Dis- 


trict Attorney of the district in 
the United States District Court 
for such district. If such amount 
awarded be not paid upon recov 
ery of a judgment therefor, such 
court shall have jurisdiction to en- 
force payment thereof by levy of 
execution upon any property of 
the county, or may otherwise com- 
pel payment thereof by mandamus 
or other. appropriate process; 
and any officer of such county or 
other person who disobeys or 
fails to comply with any lawful 
order of the court in the premises 
shall be liable to punishment as 
for contempt and to any other 
penalty provided by law therefor,” 


Based on Amendment. 

The second anti-lynching bill 
before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee is sponsored by Senator 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, and 
Senator Van Nuys (Dem.,),.

Both measures are based 
on the fourteenth amendment, 
which guarantees to all citizens 
“equal protection of the laws."

So if all teachers had to pay this tax, my 
payments would be multiplied by 100,000 
or so, the total amount still being ap- 
proximately no dollars and no cents.

There are, briefly, two main plans for state statutes 
of this sort. One is the employer reserve fund type, 
such as Wisconsin alone has in its pure form. This 
type; as the name suggests, provides that the pay- 
ments of each employer shall be kept in a separate 
reserve in his name, this reserve being subject to de- 
mands upon it only by the employes of the individual 
employer who created the reserve. Three states have 
made the employer reserve the basis of their systems, 
but have modified it so as not to rely solely on indi- 
vidual reserves. 

The other type is the pooled fund type. Under it, 
all the payments of all employers*go into a common 
fund, to be drawn upon as needed by any or all con-/| 
tributing employers. All the states with unemploy- 
ment insurance systems, with the exceptions noted, 
have adopted either the outright pooled fund plan 
or a modification of it which provides separate em- 
ployer accounts for merit rating. 

This preponderance in favor of the pooled fund 
type reflects the view of economists and sociologists 
generally that the success of an unemployment insur- 
ance system will depend upon its strength with re- 
spect to the whole‘of industry. All lines of industry 
do not experience unemployment to the same degree 
when times-are bad. Under the employer reserve 
fund plan, reserves of employers in the stricken in- 
dustries would soon be exhausted. Other individual 
reserves would remain intact or virtually so and thus 
be of little or no use-in mitigating the effects of un- 
employment on consumption and the standard of liv- 
ing generally. 

The course of wisdom is to follow the example 
of the majority of other states, an example which, as 
we have said, reflects expert opinion. There is no 
reason why the pooled fund should be a penalty on 
the employer who makes a practice of stabilizing em- 
ployment. Such an employer would be taken care of 
if the bill wére written so as to provide him with a 
merit rating under which his payments would be re- 
duced or stopped when they had reached a specified 
proportion of his annual payroll. 

Senator McReynolds of Carthage and Senator 
Rozier of Perryville should stand by their original 
bill for a pooled fund. Organized labor is behind 
them, as labor should be. The amendments proposed 
by Associated Industries and approved by the Senate 
Committee on Social Security would make the bill

I. C. C, HEARING ON PROPOSED 
COTTON BELT REORGANIZATION 


Testimony on Conditions Leading 
Up to Its Bankruptcy 
Ruled Out. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
refused today to receive testimony 
dealing with conditions which led 
to the bankruptcy of the St. Louis 
Southwestern (Cotton Belt) Rail- 
road. Chairman Mahaffie ruled the 
testimony was irrelevant,’ during 
questioning of Henry W. DeForest, 
former chairman of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, at a hearing on 
proposed reorganization plans for 
Cotton Belt. 

DeForest expressed willingness to 
answer the question, put by counsel 
for proponents of the plans, but 
the commission agreed only to ad- 
mit an exception to its ruling. 

Earlier in the hearing, Hale 
Holden, present chairman of the 
Southern Pacific, said a merger 
with or lease of Cotton Belt by 
Southern Pacific would be imprac- 
tical at this time, on the ground 
that terms might be based on earn- 
ings during depression years. 

Counsel for proponents of imme- 
diate reorganization presented an 
exhibit proposing a conference of 
interested persons with a view to 
working out a plan under which 
present creditors would remain un- 
disturbed and calling for issuance 
of common stock to meet any cash 
requirements.

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May Day, International Labor 
Holiday, Originated in St. Louis 


Marked Beginning of A. F. L. Fight for 8-Hour 
- Work-Day and Was Adopted. in 
Europe for Same: End. 


Next Saturday, when labor or- 
ganizations in many parts of the 
world will celebrate May day—the 
only international holiday in exist- 
ence aside from religious festivals— 
they will be observing a date fixed 
by a resolution adopted nearly a 
half-century ago in St. Louis. 

This labor holiday, contrary to 
widespread belief, did not originate 
in Europe, and -has no connection 
with Maypole dancing and pagan 
or other primitive festivals. It was 
instituted by vote of the third an- 
nual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, which met in 
‘Central Turner Hall, on Tenth 
street, south of Market street, St. 
Louis, the week of Dec. 11, 1888. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
new organization, which had been 
erected two years before at Colum- 
bus, O., on the wreckage of the 
Knights of Labor and the Federa- 
tion of Organized Trades and Labor 
Unions of the United States and 
Canada, declared in his annual ad- 
dress that the work-day should be 
shortened as a means of relieving 
unemployment. The work-day at 
that time was commonly 10 hours, 
but in some instances rose to 12, 14 
or 18 hours. 

“I recommend,” said Gompers, 
“that some day be set apart by this 
convention, not later than 1890, 
when the working people of the 
entire country shall be called upon 
to demand simultaneously the en- 
forcement of eight hours as a day’s 
work.” 

Choosing of the Day. 

This portion of the address was 
referred to a special committee of 
seven, the chairman of which was 
John 8S. Kirchner, a Philadelphia 
cigar-maker. The committee recom- 
mended that labor mass meetings 
in behalf of the eight-hour day 
should be held on 
birthday and Independence day, 
1889, and on Washington’s birthday, 
1890. 

All sections of the report were 
unanimously adopted save that re- 
ferring to the date. ‘Delegate H. 
Blackmore, a St. Louis carpenter, 
moved that it be set for June 1, 
1890. But E. Applehagen, a dele- 
gate from Milwaukee, had a flash 
of inspiration. He offered a sub- 
stitute motion fixing the date as 
May 1, 1890. That would be the 
fourth anniversary of the strikes, 
centering at Chicago, which began 
on May 1, 1886, and which led to 
riots on May 3, in which police

Louis; 

“Be it therefore resolved, that 
this date shall be adopted for the 
international demonstration.” 

Revolutionary Complexion. 

The arrival of May 1, 1890, was 
a signal for an outbreak of strikes 
in many parts of France, and for 
a monster parade of workmen in 
Paris, who marched upon the 
Chamber of Deputies with petitions 
for an eight-hour day, and were 
ridden down by mounted police. 
These events gave to the holiday 
the revolutionary complexion it has 
since That character 
was officially recognized in a reso- 
lution passed at the Socialist Con- 
gress held at Brussels in 1891, 
which read: 

“Henceforth May 1 shall be ob- 
served by the internatonal prole- 
tariat as a.day of rest, on which 
the proletariat affirms its class 
consciousness and its determina- 
tion to win ultimate emancipation.” 

From that time, in nearly every 
industrial country save the United 
States and Canada, May 1 has been 
celebrated as a holiday of public 
demonstration and often insurrec- 
tion by trade unions, Socialist par- 
ties and labor organizations in gen- 
eral.

Can expenses be cut down to 
match income? Advocates of a bal- 
anced budget say that expenses 
be cut down without distress to 
worthy needy on relief.

But even if the special apppro- 
priations could be cut down or 
many of them eliminated, the Gov- 
ernment would still be unable to 
pare expenses to the so-called nor- 
mal times of » the twenties. As 
President Roosevelt has said, gov- 
ernmental services have increased. 
The Social Security program even- 
tually will run into billions of dol- 
lars, the Soil Conservation program 
which supplanted the unconstitu- 
tional Argicultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration has become a ‘perma- 
nent institution and the Civilian 
Conservation Corps has been ab- 
sorbed from “Recovery and Relief” 
into the general governmental sys- 
tem. These are only a few—but 
the largest—of the new govern- 
mental agencies. 

The increased governmental per- 
sonnel, the annual debt charges 
and expenditures for national de- 
fense have become fixed annual 


The Brookings Institution, in a 
recent confidential report to the 
special congressional committees in- 
vestigating the executive agencies 
of the Government, said: 

“In the administration of the na- 
tional government the payroll cost, 
or the expenditures for personal 
services, constitute by far the larg- 
est item of expense. According to 
the United States. Civil Service 
Commission, the aggregate net 
payroll for the civil executive 
branch of the Federal Government 
for November, 1936, was $130,237,- 
173. At this rate the annual pay- 
roll for civilian employes, including 
postal employes, would exceed $1,- 
500,000,000. 

“The number of civil employes in 
the executive branch furnishes an 
excellent statistical index of the 
changes that have taken place in 
the size of the executive establish- 
ment.” 

Civil Personnel Increased to 835,704 
by September, 1936. 

The report then listed the changes 
in civil employes in Government 
service between July, 1920, when 
the Civil Service-Commisgion start- 
ed its statistical service, and Sept. 


30, 1936. This list showed 691,116: 


civil employes on the payroll on 
July 31, 1920, when the demobiliza- 
tion of war employes had not been 
completed. By June*30, 1923, the 
number had been decreased to 515,- 
772, From then on there was a 
gradual increase to 568,200 on Feb. 
28, 1933. By June 30, 1933, the fig- 
ure had jumped to 572,091; by June 
30, 1934, to 673,005; by June 30, 
1935, to 719,440; by June 30, 1936, 
to 824,259, and by Sept. 30, 1936, 
to 835,704. 

Liquidation of personnel takes 
time and while some of the out- 
standing New Dealers are leaving 
governmental service for higher 
paying positions in private indus- 
try, the rank and file are hanging 
on for dear life. It will be difficult 
to dislodge them even if there is a 
real economy wave. 

The cost of national defense is 
another ever-increasing item and in 
the present state of world affairs 
there is little likelihood that & will 
be reduced. In fact, it is more 
likely to be increased. In 1915, the 
cost was $267,000,000, and by 1925, 
it had jumped to $590,000,000. From 
the then peak of $702,000,000 in 1932, 
it sagged for two years, reaching a 
low of $480,000,000 in 1934. Last 
year it was $764,000,000, and the es- 
timates for the current~-and the 
coming fiscal years are $888,000,000 
and $981,000,000, respectively. 
Interest on National Debt Rises to 

$860,000,000 a Year. 

As in private business, interest 
on debt is a fixed charge, and while 
the interest rate on Government se- 
curities has gone down because 
banks were heavy with private and 
governmental deposits, the total 
cost has gone up with the increase 
in the national debt. 

In 1915, the interest on the na- 
tional debt was only $22,936,642, an 
amount which in governmental cir- 
cles today is considered chicken 
feed. Because of the enormous war 
debt, the interest charges jumped 
to $829,680,000 in 1925, and showed 
a gradual decline to $588,987,000 in 
193I.

The President reported an esti- 
mated deficit of $2,557,000,000 for 
the fiscal year 1936-37, an increase 
of $309,000,000 over his January es 
timate.

The 
omission, he later told reporters, 
was insignificant, because, when 
there is a deficit, inclusion of debt 
retirement merely means putting 
figures down on one side of the 
ledger and taking them off on the 
other side. 

Why wasn't the British pay-as- 
you-go budget system followed in 
this country? One answer is that 
both the Hoover and the Roosevelt 
administrations underestimated the 
size and force of the depression. 
The nation accepted the increases 
in the national debt, and pressure 
groups demanded more Government 
funds. Meanwhile the British were 
tightening their belts and paying 
on the line. Perhaps the British 
system eventually will be adapted to 
this country. After seven years of 
mounting debt, there is a big job 
ahead, unless, of course, the leaders 
prefer inflation, which would be an 
admission of bankruptcy.

“The decade following the World 
War was an era of rackets. Man 
shrank from denouncing another 
man’s racket for fear of having his 
own exposed. Children were brought 
up to.feel that anything one did was 
all right provided one could get 
away with it. They did not need 
to bé told. It was in the very air 
they breathed. Scarcely a ripple 
of excitement followed the exposure 
of corruption in high governmental 
-@ircles. Few realized then the ex- 
tent to which this philosophy of 
life was undermining the economic 
structure of the nation, for it was 
a matter of economics as much as 
a matter of morality and ethics. 
The idea that a nation of people 
could become wealthy by gambling 
was an economic fallacy of the 
first order; yet everyone was try- 
ing to get something for nothing.” 

The rantings of a wild-eyed radi- 
cal orator on Boston Common? If 
not, then the sharp judgment of 
some none-too-sympathetic British 
critic of American institutions and 
life? The answer in each case is 
“no.” These words appear about 
midway through a new book on 
American history since 1900 by a 
professor at the University of Mich- 
igan, who presents it “for the use 
of college students.” 

“Roosevelt to Roosevelt.” 


Casual inspection of the book 
which is called “Roosevelt to Roose- 
velt” (Henry Holt & Co.), makes 
it plain that the intention of the 
author, Dwight Lowell Dumond, is 
to give university students a bet- 
ter understanding of present day 
problems through a realistic state- 
ment of what has gone on in the 
United States since the Spanish- 
American War. 

His portrait of the national life 
is not the familiar combination of 
giorification of American institu- 
tions and dry mechanical details to 
which successive generations of 
students have been exposed in his- 
tory and civics classes. Prof. Dum- 

ond’s canvas shows the warts on 
Uncle Sam’s face as well as his 
noble brow. 

The passage quoted above is typ- 
ical of the directness and sharp- 
mess of the author’s presentation of 
facts and opinion. In some 20 

chapters with such suggestive head- 
ings as “What Price Victory?” “The 
Age of the Golden Calf,” “The Last 
Stand of Rugged Individualism,” 
“Political Decadence,” and “Bour- 
bons to Crackpots,” he marshals 
the diverse elements of the national 
character during the third of a cen- 
tury span from the first Roosevelt 
to the second. Brvan and La Fol- 
lette, Gould and Morgan, Gompers 
and Green and Lewis, Dr. Town- 
send and Dr. Wirt, the Klan an@ 
the Liberty League, the D. A. R. 
and the Socialists, the Supreme 
Court and the Communists, the 
Railroad Trust and the Brain 
Trust, and hundreds of other indi- 
viduals, grouvs and institutions 
pass under the historian’s bright 
lictht. Some are in the public glare 
only momentarily; others come 
back again and again. 


Corruption Under Harding. 


Earlier writers of school histories 
may have blinked the scandals of 
the Grant era. Prof. Dumond wants 
the students, who study his book. 
to know just what government was 
like under Warren G. Harding. 

“The short period of Harding’s 
administration turned out a sor- 
did record of corruption and inef- 
ficiency. His. vision embraced his 
party, not the nation, and he served 
his party, not the people. He was 
a local politician and of all the 
people he gathered together in pub- 
lic office, few could be classed as 
capable public servants. The com- 
plete corruption of the Attorney- 
General’s department necessitated 
the prosecution of the investiga- 
tions of the other departments by 
outside legal talent. 

“The Tariff Commission ceased to 
function except to justify increased 
rates on the products of special 
industries. The growth of monop- 
olies was smiled upon. Income and 
corporation taxes were reduced 
again and again under the prodding 
of Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon. All these facts, and more, re- 

veal the complete reversal of those 

‘policies which men in public life 
sponsored and fought for in the 
‘first two decades of the century. 
They leave no escape from the con- 
clusion that the prevailing philos- 
ophy of government in this period 
‘had no precedents in the 150 years 
of national development.” 


Hoover's Fundamental Weakness. 


What the author has to say about 
Hoover is equally incisive. Mak- 
ing the point first that Hoover and 
Curtis “simply rode into office in

The free 
lance newspaper editor who knew 
no superior all but disappeared, 
abandoning public opinion to the 
mercies of unintelligent of ofttimes, 
intellectually dishonest editorial 
hack writers. Official corruption, 
spreading through all branches of 
the public service, was condoned 
by many, regarded with helpless

a disguise in public; they actually

Superficially these two had a few 
characteristics in common. Each 
of them was tall, slefider, wavy- 
haired. Each took his career very 
earnestly, and each had a certain 
boyish exuberance thousands of 
women found romantic. One of 
them was Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh; the other, who performed 
under a somewhat more garish 
spotlight, was Hubert Prior Vallee. 

In those days you had to take 
sides about Mr. Vallee—he had 
adopted the forename of Rudy in 
tribute to one Rudy Wiedoeft, 
whom he always called the “sax 
god.” You either went into a ten- 
der trance as Rudy’s disémbodied 
crooning emerged from your ra- 
dio, or you thought it. was terrible. 
You either preferred his Connecti- 
cut Yankees to Paul Whiteman, 
Goldman’s Band and the Philhar- 
monic, or you declared they put 
you to sleep. Innumerable blondes, 
who had just been assured that 
gentlemen were partial to them, 
were terribly hurt when Vallee con- 
fessed a heresy in a copyrighted ar- 
ticle describing his ideal woman. 
His exact words were memorized 
by several million schoolgirls and 
middle-aged wives:—“There was a 
time when I thought that she must 
be fair. Now I feel that my ideal 
woman may be a brunette.” The 
nation-wide debate over that pres- 
ent subjunctive rivaled the one 
which had arisen a few years prev- 
iously over Mr. Coolidge’s I do not 
choose to run. 

In Brooklyn, Dorothy Yosnow, a 
music student, reported she had col- 
lected $600 in dues from loyal mem- 
bers of the “Rudy Vallee Rooters,” 
“It was my great love for the art 
of Mr. Vallee,” Miss Yosnow ex- 
plained when someone asked her 
why. And in a Boston theater Val- 
lee barely eluded a grapefruit 
which had been hurled from. the 
balcony by a Harvard undergradu- 
ate in literal response to the lyric, 
“Please Give ‘Me Something to Re- 
member You By.” In fact, senti- 
ments about Vallee ran so high 
that no one was particularly sur- 
prised when a woman in the Mid- 
dle West shot her husband to death 
because he interrupted a Vallee 
broadcast with the observation, 
“why don’t you get. something 
Worth listening’ to?” ‘You could 
sympathize with either the hus- 
band or the wife, but you certainly 
understood their dilemma.

per did record breathlessly on its 
front page that he had jammed his 
thumb in a taxicab doer, but that 
was really a sort of anachronism. 
Willingly or not, Rudy Vallee has 
dropped the mantle of the late Ru- 
dolph Valentino; he has ceased to 
exert an appreciable effect upon the 
national pulse. 

Yet he is still one of the top 
names in entertainment. He makes 
between a quarter-and a half mil- 
lion dollars a year. Right now he 
is probably making more money 
than ever, excepting the three years 
he was starred in feature motion 
pictures. For his radio program, a 
patriarch that has been running 
Thursday nights since 1929, he re- 
ceives about $3500 a week, of which 
he pays about $1000 to his orchestra 
and banks most of the rest—he has 
no Broadway flair for spending 
money. He gets from $3000 to $8000

Of 
course, if he is supposed to say 
something that doesn’t appeal to 
him, he can Have a change made, 
but he does not do the rewriting 
himself. Faulkner does. There is 
a depressing little story which sug- 
gests the limitations of Vallee’s role 
in creating a program: For several 
weeks he tried to line up a job for 
an old:friend as a bit player in the 
skits. It got to be a joke with the 
older men working on the hour, and 
they took a malicious pleasure in 
telling Vallee each week that, -for 
one reason or another, his friend 
couldn't have a job. Finally, at one 
rehearsal, Vallee said, “You don't 
have to think up excuses about my 
friend any more. He committed 
suicide in Chicago last night.”

Its predominant principle 
is to follow the elephants and, in 
the following, to overleok those 
other items in the parade which, 
while not bulking so large in the 
immediate vision, promise some 
color to parades in the coming 
years. 

In a survey of these fresh young 
talents one fact emerges and that 
fact is that, while there is con- 
siderable evidence of promise in 
some of the young women, there is 
much less definitely to. be discov- 
ered in the young men. The 
reason is more or less obvious. The 
average young woman who enters 
the theater with the ambition to be 
an actress is pretty generally very 
sincere and serious about it. It is 
her single aim to develop her re 
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sources and finally to amount to 
something. But with the average 
young man it is different. 

There are exceptions, to be sure,

HE Philadelphia Orchestra, now 

making a 13,000-mile tour of the 

United States and Canada, will 
present a program at the Audito- 
rium Opera House tomorrow night, 
under auspices of the Civic Music 
League. The principal selection is 
Beethoven's Symphony No. 7, in A 
Major. 

Eugene Ormandy, formerly with 
the Minneapolis Symphony, will 
conduct. The orchestra carries 
two conductors with it, Ormandy 
and Jose Iturbi, noted Spanish pian- 
ist, and its occasional head is Leo- 
pold Stokowski, who held the baton 
at its concert here last spring, but 
who has since acted mainly in a su- 
pervisory capacity. 

The first half of the program 
includes two Bach arrangements, 


Prelude and Fugue in F minor, . 


and the chorale, “Jesu; Joy of Man’s 
Desiring,” and the Beethoven sym- 
phony. Both arrangements were 
made by Lucien Cailliet, clarinetist 
and bass clarinetist with the or- 
chestra and an authority on Bach. 

After the intermission, the or- 
chestra will play Three Poems on 
Traditional Aramaic and Hebraic 
Themes by Harl McDonald and 
Stravinsky's “Fire Bird”. Suite. Mc- 
Donalaé’s Three Poems will have 
their first presentation in St. Louis. 

McDonald, professor of composi- 
tion and director of the choral or- 
ganizations at the University of 
Pennsylvania, has written many 
symphonic selections for the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra, among them its 
musical signature used on weekly 
radio programs, and has directed 
yooal choruses in their appearances 
with the orchestra. ! 

His Three Poems were first pre- 
sented in Philadelphia at concerts 
last Dec: 18 and 19, with Ormandy 
conducting.

The Beethoven Seventh Sym- 
phony was last played in St. Louis 
on the opening programs of the St.

This new play isn’t as substan< 
tial dramatically as any of its 
predecessors, but it is equally © 
fervent in its insistence that all . 
people are essentially good, and 
random traces of evil in some of 
us are, perhaps, more stabilizing 
than harmful. 

Here we have the household of 
Gordon (no surnames are used), a 
dramatist as irresistible as a musi- 
cal comedy tenor. Snugly married 
to Penny, Gordon yet likes to dally — 
now and then, in the course of 
which pursuits he has won the un- 
dying palship of Tina and Martha. 
These two relinquished him to Pen- 
ny upon discovery of her fathom 
less charm and understanding and, 
in fact, appoint themselves as vigi- 
lantes of a sort to safeguard him 
against further mischief. 

These two ex-sweethearts arrive 
at Gordon’s Connecticut cottage de- 
termined to break up a budding ro- 
mance with Katherine, a play-read- 
er with whom he is planning a sum- 
mer in Brittany.

NEW YORK. 

HE weirdest season 
in the history of the 
most famous night 
club belt in the world 
is drawing to a close 
with the impresarios 
of New York-after-dark busy 
counting the floods of gold 
that seemingly followed ev- 
ery new innovation. All the 
old entertainment standards 
were dumped in convenient 
alleys as the gay white 
way, giddy enough in 
“its moments of re- 
pression, shattered 
the remaining restric- 
tions of de- 
pression 

years, 
Looking 
from the top- 
most platform 
of the 102- 
story Empire 
State Building 
the “dawn pa- 
trol” area 
stretches away to the 
north, a ribbon of yellow 
light extending along 
Fifty-second street and 
down Broadway like an 
inverted “L.’’ Far to the 
south there is another 
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pool of incandescence—the night clubs 
of Greenwich Villiage. These are the 
night life centers of the city since Har- 
lem has come truckin’ down to Broad- 
way. | 

More money passes through the 
garish rooms of the two districts than 
in any similar concentration of re- 
sorts on the face of the globe. There 
are many places where a meal rur* to 
$56—without liquor that is—and oth- 
ers where an evening’s entertainment 
for two averages $25 and often plenty 
more. 

To draw this kind of money from 
the still reluctant pockets of the night 
club habitue or curiosity seeker pro- 
prietors are trending more and more 
to the unusual in entertainment. The 
theory works out like the case of the 
spinster school teacher who got a ter- 
rific thrill out of her first giass of 
wine. Repeated dosés accustomed her 
to wine and she started on cocktails. 
From there she progressed until she 
was sluicing her throat with raw al- 
cohol. 

It used to be enough to throw to- 
gether a.collection of orthodox singers 
and dancers, put them before a band 
and call the eoncoction a floor show. 
Some of the more elaborate places 
tossed in a line of chorus girls, but 
that was as far as anybody went. The 
patrons at first were enthusiastic— 


then apathetic. After all, quoth the 
jaded customers, one could hear sing- 
ing just as good on the radio and Fred 
_A@teire. and Ginger Rogers could be 
seen dancing on the screen of a neigh- 
borhood theater for 36 cents. 

, Dhe revenues began to dwindle and 
the night club operators—shrewd fel- 
‘lows capable of talking the fez off a 
Turkish rug merchant—made experi- 
mental changes. For instance the 
strip-tease.. There was a good old 
standby. But strip-teasing had be- 
come so common every burlesque show 
had it. So Mario, who runs the pep- 
permint-etriped Club Mirador, gave 
the old undraping a new twist. He 
found an acrobatic little girl named 
Alma Bray and taught her to undress 
while swinging above the heads of his 
patrons—on a flying trapeze. 

Alma created a sensation—to put it 
mildly. She hung by her feet or her 
hands, as the case might be, and coy- 
ly dropped her brassiere before the 
breathless onlookers. Of course Alma 
stopped at the irreducible minimum. 
There was a big cop who saw to that. 


‘ISS BRAY did all right for a

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Wisconsin, after which he returned to 
the Baptist Church in Franklin, Ind., 
later transferring to Louisville and 
being admitted to membership in the 
Highland Baptist Church there. The 
members of the committee were satis- 
fied and so reported~to the trusteés; 
who elected him unanimously, except 
that there was one blank ballot. After 
he became president of the college he 
was accepted as a member of the 
Georgetown Baptist Church. 

Preachers not members of the 
Board of Trustees, horrified at the 
idea of a college president who -had 
had only alien baptism, began a4-cam- 
paign which presently broke into full 
cry. At the meeting of the General 
Association of Kentucky Baptists in 
November of that year it was one of 
the major matters considered. 


HE association is composed of

LADY TATTOOIST 


NEW YORK. 
ILDRED HALL had 
been doing delicate 
pieces of embroidery 
sinee childhood, 
about 15 years ago, 
when Tommy Lee, ex- 
pert tattooist, noticed 
her skill and told her 
she ought to make a 
first-class tattoo ar- 
tist. That was six years ago. Now she 
is the only woman tattoo artist in this 
city and she is making a fair living at 
it. 

Lee, who made her his partner, in- 
jured his hand soon after they opened 
their place of business back of a Bow- 
ery barber shop. Asa result of the in- 
jury, he works on the sidewalk as a 
“prospect puller-in’’ while Miss Hall 
does the needling. 

A sign in her window proclaims her 
as the only woman plying the ink and 
needle trade on the Bowery. That 
means, she asserts, that she is the 
only one in the city, the industry be- 
ing confined practically to this one fa- 
mous old street near the water front. 
Although Miss Hall. is a veritable 
perambulating gallery of pictures, 
she is modest about admitting that 
it would be quite easy for her to 
join a circus in the role of “tattooed 
lady.’’ Nevertheless, Miss Hall can 
appear in a high-necked, long-sleeved 
dress and not a bit of inked skin is in 
view. 

. Her skin was unmarked until she 
went into the business.

ries on her epidermis most of the de- 
signs and figures that are in the dis- 
play of samples on the wall. The aver- 


age size of “‘a piece of art’ is two by 


three inches. It will be done in three 
colors, practically painlessly, for 75 


cehts. The price, of course, varies ac- 
cording to size, intricacy of design and 
number of colors. ‘Blanket designs,” 
such as entwined flags of all nations, 
full-rigged ships, and writhing drag- 
ons more fearful than Fafnir, may cost 
as much as $100. 

e The equipment for applying either 
anchor or battleship is just the same. 
It consists of pots of black, ~ white, 
green, yellow, red, blue and purple 
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jabs the skin gets used to it and you 
don’t feel it at all. And there is no 
danger because I always sterilize the 
places where the blood flows. Even 
the inks are safe because they are not 
poisonous as they are made from 
vegetable matter.” — 

All kinds of people come in to be 
tattooed—not just.saflors and soldiers. 
The white collar class waits in line for 
their turn, along with truck drivers 
and longshoremen. Women usually go 
in for beauty spots and permanent eye- 
brows. Some lovesick lassies, sure of 
the lasting quality of their affections, 
order a heart design with the name or 
the initials of the loved one in the 
middle. They usually ask to have 
these placed on hip, or thigh. One 
girl even wanted her sweetheart’s pic- 
ture on her shoulder. Miss Hall's skill 
in drawing helped considerably with 
this order for she first had to chalk 
the likeness on the shoulder before 
tattooing it.. 

“A heart design is almost every- 
body’s choice the first time they have 
any work done,” she points out, “Af- 
ter that they go in for fancier pieces. 
When I see an Italian boy come in, 


I'm practically certain he’ll want a re- 


ligious design with crosses and angels 
or something with the word ‘mother’ 
in it. Sailors almost always pick some- 
thing connected with the sea like a 
ship, an anchor or a sailor girl. And 
soldiers want horses or guns.”’ 


HE is never surprised, though, at 

any request. Recently a man came 

in with three other men and an- 
nounced they were his two witnesses 
and a notary public. .They were to in- 
sure that hie will was put on his chest 
in a legal manner. Miss Hall inscribed 
the document across hia chest. The 
testator and his witnesses affixed their 
signatures in pencil, Then each in turn 
laid his right hand on the hilt of the 
needle and was sworn by the notary as 
Miss Hall traced over the penciling. 
All quite legal, as the lawyer said, 
when he came in to have an Indian 
chief tattooed on his forearm. 

There are quite a few interesting 
quirks about.the trade. For instance, 
women are easier to tattoo than men, 
Miss Hall explains, because they have 
thinner skin that punctures more eas- 
ily. Another little known fact about 
the needle game is that some skins

The Hoboes of America are decid- 
edly “choosy’’ about their membership.

UT the standards of conduct are 

high — probably considerably 

higher in practice thin the eth- 
ical standards.of any respectable pro- 
fessional association. The hoboes are 
utterly contemptuous of tramps and 
bums, hate uncleanliness and despise 
moral dishonesty. They are generous 
to a degree, however, and no sick or 
aged bum goes hungry while they have 
a few cents in their pockets to buy him 
a meal. 

Jeff has an inexhaustible store of 
examples to prove this. He tells of a 
Negro member of his organization. 
This poor fellow was lynched trying to 
shield a white stranger who had killed 
a man in self-defense. Frequently the 
hoboes have saved their fellows from 
conviction on criminal charges, when 
their own lawyers—and they “‘retain’’ 
29 of them—said it-would be impos- 
sible. 

Jeff is also proud of the amount of 
legislation that has been passed re- 
cently, years after it was suggested by 


the hoboes. The principles of the Fed- 


eral Home Loans, the maximum hours 
provision of NRA, the work relief 
scheme, the Civilian Conservation 
Camps, the practice of leniency to first 
offenders, the substitution of training 
schools for reformatories and the 
building of United States highways, 
were suggested by the hoboes at their 
annual conventions before the war, 
Jeff says. Whether or not the hoboes 
had anything to do with it, this much 
is true: The plans were all called 
“visionary” and “Utopian” when they 
were issued. They have all been en- 
acted since. 

Last year they boycotted California 
wines and threatened to bring suit 
against the Sheriff of Los Angeles 
when transients were stopped at the 
State border. Now they are trying to 
get the Supreme Court to declare va- 
grancy laws unconstiutional. “Dey 
declare ever’t’ing else unconstiutional, 
see,” Jeff says. “Now why can’t dey 
read dis Constitution, see. Here I'll 
show you. The Fourteen Amend- 
ment, see what it says, here.”” And he 
quotes it. “Now we don’t care if they 
put in 156 members or on'y have six. 
But these here vag laws ain't consti- 
tutional and we want ‘em to say 80.

The prison they 

failed to make for 

Charlies Pelissier is 

that little jail called 

the Souriciefe (mouse trap) which 

sits beside the Palais de Justice and 

is used for the detention of prisoners 

during the period of their trial. Love- 
lace’s lines reading: 


If I have freedom in my love, 
And in my soul am free, 

Angels alone, that soar above, 
Enjoy stich liberty— 


apply perfectly to Charles Pelissier, 
for whom the stone walls of La Souri- 
ciere and the jail’s antique iron bars 
did not a prison make. In fact, the 
more one thinks about it, the more 
one is inclined to think that Pelissier’s 
story, which has run in the news col- 
umns of all the Paris papers for 
several weeks past, is about the 
best available free translation into 
French of Richard Lovelace’s “To Al- 
thea.”’ 

Charles Pelissier, also known as 
‘‘Alexandre II’ in memory of the late 
Alexandre Sfaivisky, was a rising 
young stock broker, a handsome chap 
with a becoming mustache and accom- 
modating morals. He became a mys- 
terious figure on the Bourse owing to 
his consistent losses and the gaiety 
with which he bore them. The ac- 
counts Pelissier handled had an un- 
canny way of turning sour. The slight- 
est action on the market was enough 
to wipe out his clients, and they were 
so invariably unlucky that it was a 
little hard for them to understand how 
their broker managed not only to keep 
up his spirits, but also an expensive 
establishment and a very costly social 


“Hfe. The fact that 1936, the year this 


became most generally apparent, was 
a poor year on the Bourse didn’t quite 
serve to kill off the suspicions that 
Pelissier had earned. His activities 
were investigated. The investigators 
satisfied themselves that Pelissier was 
swindling his customers. And on June 
3, 1936, the young broker was taken 
into custody. He was formally charged 
with embezsiement and fraudulent 
speculation and locked up in the San- 
tee jail. 

The date wasn't a conspicuous land- 
mark in the history of the Bourse, 
where such incidents, if not exactly 
frequent, afe at least not by any means 
unprecedented. But June 3 happened 
to be a very important day in the life 
of Charies Pelissier. For it was the 
day after his marriage to Mile.

Professor W. L. George and a senior 


psychology student, J. L. Woodruff, at- 
tempted to determine the effect of va- 
ried conditions on E S P—"“extra-sen- 
sory perception,” Their tests were of 
clairvoyance; that is, the subject tried 
to guess the order of cards unknown 
to anyone. The cards used were Dr. 
Rhine's E.'S P packs of 25 marked with 


five symbols, plus, star; circle, rec- 


tangle, wavy lines, with chance expec- 
tation of five hits in 25. 

Students with five symbol cards face 
up before them attempted to match 
them from a pack of 26 face down and 
unseen; tried it with the five key cards 
also face down; attempted to call each

LA GRANGE, Kentucky. 
OTORISTS who skim 
back and forth along 
highway 22 between 
here and New Castle, 
13 miles away, slow 
down when they 
come to George Bak- 
er’s house, five 
miles out, and glance 
at a stake, driven 

firmly into the ground, a few feet from 
the boundary of the Baker land, and 
make eye-measures of the distance 
that stretches from the stake to Bak- 
er’s dooryard, wondering whether a 
man could have been at the spot that 
the stake marks when a fatal shot was 
fired and back at the house when Bak- 
er, having heard the shot, came out of 
it. 

There is tranquility now at the Bak- 
er homestead, broken by nothing more 
startling than the cackling of hens and 
a dog’s bark as Baker goes about his 
spring chores and his wife works in 
her kitchen, just as there was tran- 
quility on a November night, but it 
was broken then by a revolver shot 
and Mrs. Verna Garr Taylor was found 
dead in the ditch where the stake now 
stands sentinel, with the service revol- 
ver of H. H. Denhardt, former Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and Ex-Adjutant-General 
of the State, lying beside her. Den- 
hardt, when George Baker came 
out of his house at the sound of the 
shot, was standing beside his dis- 
abled automobile in Baker’s drive- 
way. 

It is 640 feet from where Mrs. Tay- 
lor died to where Denhardt stood when 
Baker came out. Those 640 feet are 
the man’s defense against the charge 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
that he killed the woman. In terms of 
time it is a minute and a half upon 
which the man’s fate hangs, for that 
ig the time in which a hurrying man 
could have covered the 640 feet. This 
writer, not hurrying, walked from the 
stake to the house in a minute and 45 
seconds. : 

Baker, when his story was first told, 
was understood to have said that he 
was standing with Denhardt when the 
shot was heard, but he later said that 
he was in the house and that he did 
not come out immediately. The inter- 
val that elapsed before he saw Den- 
hardt standing by his car is subject to 
the uncertainty that inheres in an es- 
timate of time by a man unaccus- 
tomed to estimating time. It is an un- 
certainty upon which Denhardt's law-

Strangely, though, when Baker 
discerned Denhardt standing by the 
left rear wheel of the automobile, and 
asked if he had heard ‘‘that shot,’’

was the first one that had sounded 
“fearful” to Baker. Mrs. Baker did 
not hear a second shot. 

There has not to this day been an 
explanation of the second shot, if there 
was one. In Denhardt’s revolver, ly- 
ing beside the dead woman, were. two 
empty shells, but it is assumed that 
the hammer rested on an empty and 
that only one bullet was fired from 
that weapon. Ballistic experts are un- 
able to say positively whether the two 
empty shells were fired at the same 


time or at different times. Difference 


in the degree of corrosion may indi- 
cate under chemical analysis a differ- 
ence in the lapsed time since each was 
fired, but even such an indication is 
uncertain because of the possible pres- 
ence of other influences. 

Curiously, in the case of the shells 
found in Denhardt's revolver, the one 
upon which the hammer rested, from

through the bars of 
his county jail cell 
these days, and 

wonders aloud what strange twist 
of his subconscious mind drives 
him unerringly to rob the gabled 
home of Robert A. Beatty when- 
ever Flynn is intoxicated. 

The Beatty home—Mr. Beatty 
is a well-to-do insurance executive 
—is a lovely, tree-fringed place, 
but no more handsome than doz- 
ens of others in suburban Glen 
Ridge. Its peculiar fascination 
for Flynn has that young man 
begging his jailers for examina- 
tion by a “‘psychologist.”’ 

But from the way matters 
stand now,it will bé some years 
before he has to worry about the 
magnetic lure of the Beatty house 
again. This is the third time he 
has come out of an alcoholic 
stupor to find himseif under ar- 
rest on breaking and entering 
charges. The firat time he served 
three months, the second two to 
three years. 

Back in May, 1933, Flynn stag- 
gered along the road to the Beatty 
home and managed to climb up to 
a second floor window, but made 
so much noise about it the insur- 
ance man heard him and tele- 
phoned police. The constabulary 
arrived, sirens howling, and the 
little cabinet maker—he only 
weighs 112 pounds—wormed his 
way into a cedar chest filled with 
moth balls. 

There he hid chuckling to him- 
self at how he had outwitted po- 
lice. Then he found that his 
cramped position made it very 
dificult for him to breathe in the 
first place and in the second place 
all he could inhale was the fumes 
of the camphor insecticide. When 
police pulled him free he was un- 
conscious and it was two hours be- 
fore he was revived. 

He took his sentence with good 
grace, emerged from jail and went 
back to work. He fought, so he 
says, to keep from taking a drink, 
but succumbed to the blandish- 
ments of friends one night and 
came to a few hours later in the 
act of stuffing some of the Beatty 
silverware into a sack. His as- 
tonishment caused him to fall 
back a few steps against a little 
table which capsized and brought 
Mr. Beatty hastening downstairs. 

Little Flynt was no match for 
the husky business man and soon 
he was off to the jug again. 

“Right then and there I decided 
not to touch the stuff again,” he 
seid. “So what... .”
